‘*The greatest part of the time of 
the conference was spent in an ex- 
change of opinions between the re- 
presentatives of the provinces, both

And any time the 
police of any American city can 
catch 60 per cent. of their mur- 
derers they will be more than sat- 
isfied.

“wheat going into those countries pays 


a duty of 80c. to 90c. a bushel. So 
fa? as Great Britain is concerned, 
which is in some respects our most 
important market, we find that so far 
as wheat is concerned we have lost 
our standing in that market, for the 
time being, at least. Denmark, New 
Zealand and other countries are sup- 
pianting us in that market in respect 
of meats and dairy products. In our 
home market, which the mixed farm- 
et should be absolutely entitled to, we

pbrogated the arrangement with New 
Yealand, after irreparable injury hus 
been done to one of our most. im- 
portant industries. 

It must be conceded that ‘the ach- 
evements of the King Government, 
-w far as preserving the home market 
for our farmer, or helping our farm- 
or to get other markets abroad are 
concerned, are not important. We 
believe that Canada should adopt a 
fiscal policy in. respect of the Unit- 
ed States and other rountries that 
will put an end to unfair competition 
and that will enable us to make ar- 
rangements with other countries of 
advaritage to our producers. We are 
the best customer of the United Sta- 
ves and it should be possible to adopt 
a fiscal policy that will enable us to 
zain some concessions in that im- 
portant market. 

It is submitted that it is most im- 
portant at this time to make every 


effort for a mutually advantagedus 


trade arrangements with Great Brit- 
ain. The time seems to be ripe for 
such. negotiations at the Empire Ec- 
onomic Conference to be held in Sep- 
tember. The issues of this Confer- 
ence may be most important and 
may affect our Commercial and Im- 
perial relationships for.a generation. 

In the matter of unemployment 
which has reached a very acute phase 
in Canada, the course of the Govern- 
ment has apparently been character- 
ized by failure to realize the situa- 
tion, by a denial of responsibility, 
and by antagonism to the claims of

4 We pledge ourselves to the 
stabilization of intenprovincial 
‘trade, of a Canadian fuel policy 
and the development of foreign 
markets. 

5 We pledge ourselves to the 
improvement of the whole scheme 
of Canadian transportation; 
northward by the completion of 
the Hudson Bay route, and the 
construction of such branches as 
may be necessary to render it 
most readily available to every 
part of Canada; to the Pacific 
slope by a Peace River outlet; 
east and west bythe develop- 
ment of the St. Lawrence Water- 
way; and we pledge ourselves to 
aid existing traffic channels and 
to increase fort facilities on the 
Great Lakes, the Hudson Bay 
‘and Atlantic and Pacific Oceans; — 
and to the establishment of a na- 
tional highway system. 

6 We pledge ourselves to fos- 
ter and support a plan for great- 
er Empire trade based on mutual 
advantage. 

7 We pledge ourselves to a 
national Old Age Pension scheme. 

5 8 We pledge ourselves to pro- 
vide such compensating adjust- 
ments as wil] ensure the benefits 
of the above policies to évery 
part of Canada.” 

In conclusion, I can only express 
my regret that I can see personaly

PREMIER’S AMAZING. STAND 

‘“Up to this very hour,”’? Mr, King 
declared at Regina on Tuesday night, 
in discussing unemployment, ‘‘I have 
not received a single request from 
any province asking federal assists 
ance.’’ His persistence in this state- 
ment throughout his western tour, 
in spite of the fact that all of those 
whom he was addressing were quite 
aware that such requests had been 
made repeatedly since last fall is un- 
exampled in ite hardihood. 

Before the dominion. premier’s visit 
to Edmonton, Mr. Brownlee reviewed 
in detail the steps that he and his 
exbinet Wolléagues had taken to im- 
press on Ottawa authorities the ser- 
iousness of the situation and the need 
of federal aid. If they did not make 
‘‘requests’”’ for this, what meaning 
has that word? Mr. King admitted 
that Mr. Brownlee had ‘‘as far as 
Alberta is concerned stated the posi- 
tion truly’’. But he insisted that 
‘‘mere verbal representations were 
not enough” and that without those 
of a ‘‘formal’’ character he did not 
consider he had been asked t9. help. 
To the heads of the B.C. 
atchewan governments, who were al- 
so strongly under the impression that 
they had not been backward in seek- 
ing assistance, Mr. King made the 
same reply. 

Is it any wonder that such an at- 
titude on his. part has filled with dis- 
may so many of those who were pre- 
rered to give him their support” If 


he kad been alive to his duty, he} 


would have acted cn the first intim- 
ation that tht: unemployment pro- 
blem in these provinces was beyond 
their powers to handle properly and 
that, as it was due to natiosal causes, 
it called for national measures.

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ENTHUSIASTIC LIBERAL 


MEETING 


Hon, Charles Stewart and William 
Hayhurst, Liberal candidate for We- 
taskiwin riding addressed a meeting 
in Lacombe on Saturday afternoon in 
the interests of Liberalism. 

In his introductory remarks, Dr. E. 
M. Sharpe, chairman, reviewed the in 
creased standard of living and mezn- 
tioned several instances ir which this 

. would be affeoted were the Conserva- 
tives with their policy of high tariff 
returned to power. 

William Hayhurst, who came _ to 
Ponoka district and settled on a farm 
there in 1910, where he still resides, 
gave a general outline of his life and 
principles. Of Seottish birth, well 
versed in industrial conditions in 
England, where he was born, well- 
read, a teacher, as well as a farmer, 
and a student of science and mathe- 
matics, the candidate is a man of 
pleasing personality; although a 
member of the U.F.A. and of the 
wheat pool, he feels that in federal 
politics, the candidate should repres- 
ent all the people and not one partic- 
ular group. 

Unemployment and _ over-produc- 
tion, said Mr. Hayhurst, were the re- 
sult of the intense initiative displayed 
in the production of machinery after 
the Great War. Canada must sell 
her food stuffs and to do this, must 
make a place for herself in the mar- 
kets of the world. Trade relation- 
ships depended wpon a Liberal spirit 
and not upon a policy of high tariff 
which would adversely affect so many 
many people. The export prices of 
any commodity eventually ruled the 
price of that commodity, because 
science came to the aid of the con- 
sumer by producing a substitute when 
prices were foreed beyond 
able standard. 

Hon. Charles StSemard went into 
some detail with regard to the diffi- 
culties that had to be overcome, and 
the part he played in the return of 
the Natural Resources to the West- 
ern Provinces. He felt that the bus- 
iness administration of the present 
Government could not be assailed and 
paid a high tribute to Hon. Macken- 
zie King, for his splendid achieve- 
ment in creating a unified people and 
with the exception of a few minor 
matters, harmony throughought the 
nation. 

Touching then upon the fiscal pol- 
icy of the Government, Mr. Stewart 
said the unemployment problem was 
not a national one, but one which 
must be dealt with by the provinces 
affected. If it became too great a 
problem for the provincial govern- 
ment, then the Federa] Government 
should jend-their aid. As the Feder-

al Government was_a trustee for the 
whole of Canada it was only in an 
emergency that their help should be 
asked for lecal problems. The pres- 
ent unemployment problem was not 
nearly as serious as that of 1922. 

The first action of the Liberals 
upon taking office was to reduce the 
tariff on machinery used in the basic 
industries, agriculture, mining, lum- 
bering and fishing, but these adjust- 
ments in the tariff did not begin to 
show until 1925, at which time they 
also reached a place where they were 
enabled to reduce the public debt. 
This debt has now been decreased by 
273 millions of dollars, and Mr. 
Stewart claimed that none of the 
countries who raised their tariffs 
can show the results that Canada has 
obtained through the policy of the 
Liberal Government. 

No country in the Great War had 
been so generous with their return- 
ed men as had Canada, and $22,000,- 
000 more will be added this year to 
be used in their aid. 


While the Liberal Government not | 


only reduced the public debt, they 
made reductions in various taxes and 
were able to save the people some 118 
millions of dollars, and many indus- 
trail concerns had greaty increased 
their business as a result of the low- 
ered tariff. 

At the close of the meeting Mr. 
Stewart was asked to justify the 
position of the government in seiz- 
ing the machinery, stock ard lands of 
returned men and re-selling them to 
men who had no better chance to 
make good than the former owner. 
Mr. Stewart replied that as a b-ard 
had been created for the purpose of 
handling these matters, the Govern- 
ment had really nothing to do with

THE LAST LAP 

OTTAWA, July 
day, Monday in 175 constituencies, 
additional to the 70 which nominated 
a week ago, will line up all parties 
for the last lap of the Dominion el- 
ection. 

Very little change took place as 
a result of the nominations while 
both parties made determined efforts 
to weed owt third candidates who have 
intervened in numerous constituen- 
cies and obscure, if not imperil, the 
result of one side or the other. 

Conservatives claim that they are 
going to sweep the country. They 
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concede the Liberals only 99 seats, 
and in that they do not calculate on 
any change in Quebec, though their 
advices are that a very decided change 
is taking place there too; they claim 
70 seats in Ontario, four definitely 
but likely many more in Quebec; sev- 
en in New Brunswick; two in Prince 
Edward Island; six in Manitoba; sev- 
en in Saskatchewan; four in Alberta, 
and the whole thirteen in Britsh Ool- 
umbia, a minimum total of 124 they 
think safe, though expecting to aug- 
ment it. 

As against this is the Liberal fore- 
cast, their minimum claims, by prov- 
inces, Liberal-Progressives included, 
being as follows: Nova Scotia, seven; 
New Brunswick, four;. P.E.I., four; 
Quebec, sixty; Ontario, twenty-eight; 
Manitoba, twelve; Saskatchewan, 
thirteen; Alberta, four; British Col- 
umbia, six, a total of 138. 

In the last Parliament the com- 
bined Liberal swpport was around 134, 

Conservatives are banking on bus- 
iness recession and unemployment as 
the mainstays of their campaign, 
while not discounting the value of the 
psychology of unrest. These factors, 
which prevail more especially in the 
urban centres, are claimed to have 
their equivalent in the depressed 
condition of agriculture in the rural 
parts.
